MONSIGNOR KENNEDY DEAD

Rector of American College In Rome
Passes Away After Long

ROME, August 29.—Monsignor
Thomas . Kennedy, rector of the
American College in Rome, is dead,

after a long illness.

In 1214 Monsignor Kennedy became
111, and, although he recovered tem-
porarily, his health failed gradually,
and a year® ago he was reporled to
be in a serious condition. In May of
last year Pope Benedict appointed Mon-
slgnor Charles A. O'Hern, vice-regent
of the American Collega in Rome, as
coadjutor to Monsignor Kennedy, with
the right to succeed to the rectorship.

Monsignor Kennedy was a native of
Pennsylvanla, and had been In charge
of the American College since 1901,
H: was appointed titular Bishop of
Adrianople in 1907, and titular Arch-
bishop of St. Leucia of Isauria in 1915.
He was spoken of at various times
as a possible addition to the list of
American cardinals, but was sald to
have been ;retained in Rome at his
own request.

OVER REVOLUTION

Expresses Intention of Provi-
sional Government to Protact
Results Achieved.

MOSCOW CONFERENCE ENDS

Yields No Practical Results, but
Gives People Chance to
Talk Frankly.

[By Associated Press |

MOSCOW, August 209 —Premier Ker-
ensky, In closing the Russian
en~e, sald that although the different
political groups had eriticized the pro-
vistonal government, they hLad shown
clearly a desire to arrive at an agrae-
meunt,

“The provisional government,” de-
clared the Premier, “will stand on
guard over the revolution. It will suf-
fer no counterrevolutionary attempts,
whatever be their source, for the pro-
visional government in the¢ incur-
nated will of the whole Russian peo-
ple. It does not reg-=t having con-
voked the conference at Moscow, which,
although it has not yielded practical
results, has allowed all Russlan clti-
zens to say frankly what tliey think
necessary for the state™

Premier Kerensky then spoke of the
services render~d to the country by
the revolutionar: demoeracy, which, he
observed, .00k power at a terrible mo-
ment in the lfe of the state.

ALL FRANKLY POINT
. TO GREAT DANGERS

MOSCOW, August 29.—Dz_ k clouds
are hovering again over Russia. Every
speaker at the extraordinary confer-

ence here points with uncomprumising
frankness to the dangers that threaten
fromn without and within. Remedjes
galure are suggested. Howuver, at the
close of the third sitting of the great
congress, there still scemed no other
way out of the tingle than the “RKor-
nilofl way,"” that of the irov rod or
the Cossack rawhide to whip the old
discipline buck Into the body and soul
of 4 mob-likc army. But that way i;
apposcd with bitter stubbornness by
the Workmen's and Soldiers' Delegates,
still numerically the most powerful
body In Russia. The masses continue
to pin the. hopes upon Kerensky who,
though threatening blood and iron, is
constltutionally Incapable of actually
applying the instruments of the de-
funet Czarism.

A chasm yawns between these two
gldes. With every new meeting of the
conference it grows wider. Trouble
has sprung up between Kerensky and
Korniloff. The latter, tacked by the
constituti-nal Democ=ats, is determined
to “go thry agh” with his program. He
reiterated this {fron rusolve to-day.

At the =ame time, there was flung
into the great assemblage a threat
which, if carried out, would bring on
disnster that would plunge Russia into
the abyss along the edge of which the
country has been skidding for five
months. The great brotherhood of
rallwaymen, through its head, M,
Orekhoff, issued an ultimatum that
if the growing counter-revolutionary
movement is not put down forthwith,
a country-wide strike will be declared.
They conjured up the vision of Rus-
sia’s transportation system, already
hopelessly * erippled., being paralyzed
completely, a wvision of the armies at
the front and the people in the cities
starving, not because there {s no food,
hut because there is no way to bring
it to them.
